256 Countians Donate 
$32,746 ToGettysburg 
College Campaign Fund 


The G ettysburg C ollege D evelop­ 
m ent Fund cam paign, being con­ 
ducted in Adam s County, m eshed 
into driving speed at the third 
report m eeting, held Friday ev e­ 
ning at the college, when it w as 
announced that m em bers of var­ 
ious team s soliciting in G ettys­ 
burg have turned in 181 subscrip­ 
tions totaling $21,837 while county 
team s have accounted for 37 sub­ 
scriptions totaling $5,389. 


In addition, 38 subscriptions re­ 
ceived by m ail from county con­ 
tributors account for an additional 
$5,420, bringing the totals to 256 
individual contributions am ounting 
to $32,746. 


College officials w ere enthusi­ 
astic over the early results of the 
cam paign in A dam s County, with 
the drive only ten d ays old, and 
with only one-fourth of the solici­ 
tations com pleted. Individual con­ 
tributions in G ettysburg average 
$120; those in the county $148, and 
those received by m ail $143, for 
an overall average of $128 per in­ 
dividual.

payable over a 30-month period. 


"Proud Of Result*" 
Atty. Richard A. Brown, general 
chairm an of the county cam paign, 
told the cam paign w orkers they 
"have every reason to be proud 
of the results achieved so far."

"Adam s County has a big stake 
rn G ettysburg C ollege. The results 
achieved in the local area will set 
the pace for the areas in w hichl 
cam paigns will be conducted later.

The Queen dedicated a huge in- 
international air terminal at Gan­ 
der Friday, shook nearly a thou­ 
sand hands at a reception and 
trudged for nearly a hour through 
the noisy heat of the great Bewa­ 
ter paper mill. 
Elizabeth looked tired during 
the morning and there were lines 
around her wide blue eyes. She 
smiled seldom and spoke little to 
persons presented. 
In the afternoon, however, she 
.seemed more spirited and her 
famed smile began flashing again. 
But, if it is hard work for the 
Queen, it is sheer delight for the 
people of Newfoundland. 
The royal party drove through 
the beautiful northern forests past 
little settlements that were hardly 
more than clearings in the woods. 
But each little cluster of homes 
and stores was gaily decked out 
with Hags and pennants. 
Many Wait Hours 
Loggers and their families wait­ 
ed for hours beside the dusty road 
to catch a glimpse of the royal 
car. 
Philip has been stopping to talk 
to everyone, shaking hands, smil­ 
ing and asking questions. 
At the Gander ceremony. Eliza­ 
beth met another queen. She was 
Tina Carey. 16, of Tilt Cove. Nfld., 
who has been chosen "copper 
queen.” 
The royal party spent the night 
at Strawberry Hill on the bend of 
the Humber River. 
Today’s itinerary called for the 
Queen to attend more receptions 
in Stephenville and visit the U.S. 
Air Force Base at Harmon. 
A four-engine plane waited to 
take them on a 600-mile flight to 
Lake Labrador and the iron mine 
at Schefferville, 
The party was scheduled to re­ 
turn to Sept. lies (Seven Islands)

Cows Dam age Treat 
Another important factor is the 
dam age cows will do to wood lots.

Treating established 
open pastures with lime and ferti 
lize- is also much more profit 
able than grazing woods pasture 
Quality In Apples 
Quality in apples means differ 
ent things to different people, but 
there are certain things a fruit­ 
grower can do to produce high- 
quality apples. 
Fruit color is one of the major 
indices of quality for many va­ 
rieties. Size, shape, flavor, and 
firmness are also important qual­ 
ities. Fruit buyers and handlers 
consider the storage life of an 
apple to be of paramount impor­ 
tance. 
Fruit size is governed by the 
nitrogen level crop load, and soil 
moisture, all things the grower 
can do something about. Color, 
firmness of flesh, and flavor, on 
the other hand, are much affected 
by the carbohydrate supply, which 
is synthesized by the leaves in 


the 
presence 
of sunlight. 
The 
grower cannot alter the light in 
tensity which governs the rate of 
photosynthesis, nor the tempera­ 
ture which governs the rate that 
carbohydrates are lost through 
plant respiration. 


Maintain Balance 
Soil moisture, temperature, and 
sunlight affect fruit quality, bu' 
nitrogen arid carbohydrates art 
the most important factors in I 
voived, and the problem of the 
fruitgrower 
is 
largely 
that 
of 
maintaining the optimum relation­ 
ship between them. 


To accomplish this apply nitro 
gen fertilizer early in the sea­ 
son. 
Avoid 
excessive 
amounts 
Maintain adequate levels of phos­ 
phorus and potassium When fruit 
set is excessive, thinning is indi­ 
cated so that the ratio of leaves 
to fruit is about 50 to I. 
Do not neglect pruning. Prune 
every year if at all possible. Also, 
attempt to develop a small tree, 
but one that is open with a mini­ 
mum of shading of the interior. 
Finally, in dry years, it is well 
to irrigate, especially with high- 
value varieties such as delicious 
and golden delicious.

It keeps 
in the refrigerator a few months 
or in the freezer as long as a 
year, but because it is uncooked, 
it won’t keep on the kitchen shelf. 
To have the jam at its best, use 
it promptly after opening the con­ 
tainer. 


Two points about using this type 
of jam : 
If its too firm when 
opened for serving, stirring will 
soften it. If it tends to separate, 
■tirnng will blend it again. 


Other Fruit* 
For jam of finest color and 
flavor, use fully rijie but sound 
fruit, sorted and washed. Remove 
caps and stone from berries and
